Society, realizing that possible for learning 
follow many different directions, and achieve 
various results, attempts interfere the process and con- 
sciously direct development toward chosen goals. this

This all natural and necessary. social self-defense, and 
individuals willingly submit because they realize that there are 
common interests which society has right make paramount. 
But society cannot this work directly. must through 
its agents—its institutions.

There has been much sincere effort the part society 
see that the school organized and administered such 
way make the most the child’s possibilities. Knowing 
least fairly well the product which desires produce, society 
has bent its efforts intelligently the direction its purpose. 
But America (in sharp contrast the practice some foreign 
countries) the early efforts the home have been left almost 
entirely undirected and chaotic. There has been organization 
this work, community effort; and many cases there 
has been real neglect and shirking responsibility. few 
homes have always tried their full duty, all homes some- 
thing, but many homes confine their efforts very narrow limits, 
leave the rest chance, and expect the school grapple success- 
fully with the result when the child five six years old. 

But not this plan trying build organized school 
training upon foundation consisting entirely unorganized 
home training the evidence strange blindness? not 
disregard for beginnings such society does not exhibit other 
fields? Society knows that the learning process going all 
the time; knows that child learns more the first few 
years its life than all the other years combined; knows 
that without systematization and consistent direction much will 
learned that will need unlearned later, society’s chosen 
plan finally carried out; knows that “unlearning” often 
like “unbaking” bread—it cannot well done because the full 
secret the reverse process unknown; and yet society plans 
build organized education upon this unorganized foundation. 

wonder that primary education, and intermediate 
education, and grammar grade education, are all more less out 
joint. With infant education almost entirely haphazard, noth- 
ing else could expected. spite the fact that, beginning 
with the child five six years age, the best minds available 
are put work organizing, arranging, and prescribing the routine 
which society hopes produce the product desires, previous 
that time the individual leaders families, wise and unwise

alike, are left entirely their own devices the course 
pursued. course one would wish that they should entirely 
and dictated to. This not contemplated. But 
seems some central policies, some common plans, could 
and certain that the great majority leaders 
homes would welcome such organization work for the earlier 
years, just they welcome organization for the later years. 
Hence there seems valid defense the policy un- 
organized dealing with children before the age six (or five) 
and organized policy thereafter. Society should remember 
how much happens before the conventional age for school entrance, 
what various directions the unorganized work proceeds, how 
much must later undone, and how hard and often impossible 
meet the conditions which have developed. Things have 
been happening since the very birth the new life—things, many 
which are have vast influence upon the plans society. 
What the life shall be, what society can make it, very largely 
determined what begins be. The tissues the whole are 
woven from the threads infancy, and the work done 
quickly that the pattern largely determined before the child 
six years old. Given people committed the proposition 
that society has right interfere the work education, 
there found also people committed the idea that society 
has right and duty interfere from the beginning, for 
other way can insure its later effectiveness. 

Yet many people say that they are willing that children should 
start school seven eight (or later) instead even six. 
They say that they not believe early schooling for children. 
They believe “letting the colt run,” and that what the child 
“picks up” through the natural and untrammelled development 
his body and mind, sufficient without burdening him with 
schooling. But this “picking up” schooling, only hap- 
hazard, go-as-you-please schooling, place more intelligent 
attack upon the problem. society’s unconscious and un- 


directed effect upon the child’s nature. The determining element 
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chance. hard see why society not consciously 
its post these early years, competing with chance, and skill- 
fully directing the educative process the light all that 
known about child nature and its possibilities. possible 
for the average child start right and keep right, least 
start better and keep better, the result direction, then 
education neglecting its finest opportunity does not take 
advantage the situation. The intelligent providing right 
conditions, and the withholding wrong ones, becomes privi- 
lege and duty, and failure this policy becomes 
social crime. 

Thus seems axiomatic say that the state’s interference 
the education the child should begin with the birth the child. 
safe prophesy this connection that the future will see 
America providing schooling for infants three years, two 
years, one year, and for those six months, three months, 
one month, and one day. will not everything for these 
young children; but will claim the right certain things, 
require certain things which shall make its future plans for 
the child possible. that sense will give schooling. Not 
schooling, course, known later, with its books and other 
conventional arrangements; but schooling with equipment and 
curriculum developed meet the real needs that stage 
child life. The question not here raised whether not those 
early needs include reading, arithmetic, and other “subjects,” 
whether subjects shall taught all, subjects, although they 
would probably not taught. The position taken that 
children are changing, developing, this early period; and that 
America should study know the manner that development, 
and should perfect organization which shall assist pro- 
ceed the direction true democracy. 

Such organization already started physical education. 
From the first the visiting nurse looks after children’s health, 
advises parents, sees that necessary aid extended, and gen- 
eral provides that the child gets “square deal.” There 
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much more reason for pedagogical nurse who shall meet the 
mental requirements the child the physical nurse meets the 
physical requirements. There doubt that parents would 
come both these helpers. For parents have the 
good their children heart, and they seek and invite those 
agencies which prove their worth, these agencies are able do. 
home now struggles along with its own ideas what 
should accomplished, and with its own methods 
ment. But many parents are not prepared teach such 
way carry out consistent policy. Why then should society 
not solve its problem establishing schools whose function 
teach parents teach their children, and then leave the respon- 
sibility upon the parents? certain extent this can done, 
and being done. Parents can taught more for their 
children than many them are now doing, and society can 
much further this desirable end dealing with individuals 
even before they become parents. But homes discharge the 
many other social obligations which fall upon them (self-support, 
ete.) there never will time when the majority them, even 
they knew all the things which should done, can meet 
all the requirements the children. The visiting teacher will 
always remain help desired even the best homes. 
But there comes time the age three four years when 
the visiting teacher inadequate and change plan neces- 
sary. Certain tendencies and possibilities must this time 
aroused and fostered, which cannot make their appearance, 
least cannot have correct growth, the narrow social group 
the home.

The beginning the home, with the narrow group; but 
long before the age six years, the child should have very 
general experience with the problem. will get the experience 
outside the home before that time any event, but intelligently 
directed experience the infant school just much the more 
valuable. Much the same thing might said poise, general 
lack self-consciousness. The wider social group necessary 
also. Moreover, acts check upon the deficiencies 
the home, whatever those deficiencies may be. Under the most 
favorable conditions they are always present some form, and 
society, the guise the school, must very early become the 
judge whether dominant family traits should fostered 
destroyed. 

3ut even though certain things could done the home, the 
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division labor characteristic and helpful modern society, 
gives added reason for having them done informal type 
especially trained for it, and who presumably possesses especial 
aptitude for it. Thus there results conservation energy, 
time and expense. Perhaps each person the world could 
trained every kind work, but society has not found 
advisable adopt this plan. train specialists the law, 
medicine, business, and the main think that gain 
thereby. Apparently this should apply with especial force 
teaching. Not everyone has the qualities teacher, and are 
likely better off put this work into special hands. 

The is, therefore, that organized education, physical 
and mental, should begin with the birth the child; that this 
early time the child should remain the home under the care 
its parents, but that parents should assisted the agents 
society the persons visiting physical and pedagogical 
nurses; that the time the child three four years age 
should spending part its time small, expertly-handled, 
school group, organized convenient relation the home, and 
infant school, kindergarten, junior primary, other 
appropriate name; that this school not conceived formal 
institution which children are confined, thwarted, and stuffed 
with “subjects,” but that conceived institution which 
does for childhood all that made possible expert use all 
the best the psychology and pedagogy the time. 

Thus the infant school becomes (in conjunction with the home) 
the place child nurture, child culture. The teacher not 
tyrant who unnecessarily imposes adult ways, notions and cramp- 
ing restrictions upon child life; but rather earnest, tactful 
monitor who understands child gardener understands 
plant; who loves child gardener cannot love his rarest plants 
and who stands ready aid development, prevent the wrong 
start, and insure the right one, the way toward, and the 
midst of, happy, useful, and spiritual personality.

the causes the old and the new immigra- 
tion, the treatment and the failure European and 

powers dealing with their citizens and 
subjects, is, believe, absolutely necessary 
wish fulfill our obligation America. 

Migration was born with man. was every- 
day occurrence among the old nations—the Greeks, 

the Romans, the Persians, the Egyptians, the 
Assyrians, and the Babylonians, who would wage wars and often 
massacre, persecute and deport the peaceful inhabitants from 
one section another. 

the Middle Ages these nations were already exhausted 
their perpetual wars, when suddenly the Turks and Tartars ap- 
peared from Central Asia, bound westward this movement caused 
great disturbances and migration. One may bear mind that 
the forefathers the Turks, sometimes called other names, 
were known their hideous attacks and their barbarism, and 
that they forced the Chinese build their historic walls. 
their march westward, looking for favored land, the Turks would 
burn trees, houses, and devastate the country, spreading terror 
everywhere. old historian writes: these beastly hordes, 
people and cattle would run pall mall, and their sobs and cries 
reached heaven.” The Russians, the Armenians, the Greeks, the 
Servians, and other near-eastern nations made tremendous sacri- 
fices stop these barbarous invasions. However, the seven- 
teenth century the Turks became very powerful, and they began 
knock the doors Vienna. Europe was very near being sub- 
merged the Osmanli Turks. 1683, the Polish King, John 
Sobieski, great warrior, attacked and defeated them the fields 
Hungary and saved Western civilization and Christianity.

Let remember the wars European governments, 
especially the great Napoleonic War, which disturbed the peace 
Europe and the world for quarter century. the so- 
peaceful days, racial, and religious persecutions 
were carried irresponsible and selfish classes. 
When America was discovered, the people Europe and Asia 
were ground down under the iron heels warriors and auto- 
that great tide migration began immediately toward 
North and South America. 

This migration was not “invasion,” some authors try 
prove; was rather the peaceful movement liberty-loving 
masses, who, tiring their burden the old world, came 
establish themselves this new world. They were our fore- 
fathers, who, their labor and free-will created the Republic 
the United States America, and for generations the United 
States has been able remain the land liberty, with wide-open 
doors for the poor and oppressed, who have been taken freely 
its family. 


Beginning the fifteenth century, see the growth modern 
nationalism, which, later centuries, matured and took two 
aspects: one was true patriotism, and the other bitter 
chauvinism. 

may bear mind that economic and social movements 
were attached this idea nationalism. the eighteenth cen- 
tury the French revolution, with its lofty principles, “Liberty, 
equality and fraternity,” became not alone the slogan great 
nations, but laboring elements and small nations, who were 
subject various despotic powers. The military and civilian 
leaders these autocratic powers, instead being inspired 
principles, “equal opportunity and fair play all,” 
practiced the old policy vicious usurpation and exploitation, 
entirely corrupt system conducting social and national 
affairs, which did not and will not give the desired fruits. What 
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did they gain? For example, England, spite her despotic 
rule centuries, was able make English the common 
the Welsh and Irish, although these nations are still 
keeping their national characteristics. Professor Commons 
says: “Races may change their religion, their forms govern- 
ment, their modes industry, and their language, but under- 
neath all these changes they may continue the physical, mental 
and moral capacities and which determine the real 
character their religion, government, industry and literature.” 

rule, England lost her American colonies. She 
soon understood her mistake and knew that her colonies would 
lost one after another she continued her old system. After 
1782, England gradually changed her policy, until then unbear- 
able, and granted most her colonies self-government. She has 
been fair her policy toward her colonies, which has been one 
“give and take.” She undoubtedly had many shortcomings, 
but the Great War proved that her colonies knew her policy was 
better than that the enemy, and stood her side win the war. 
the other hand, Germany carried her brutal method 
Prussianizing the Poles, the Schleswig-Holsteiners, and Alsacians, 
and exploited her colonies unmercifully. Austria acted likewise 
toward more than twelve different nationalities, denying them 
human rights. Russia was another example, and she tricd 
Russianize Finns, Poles, Jews, Armenians and Georgeans. 
the Turks their inferior, bloody and immoral principles 
upon their subject Christian nations, Armenians, Greeks, Macedo- 
nians, Albanians and Arabs, trying Turkify them. The results 
are known all, and explanations are unnecessary. 


Nevertheless, compare the different nationalities Eu- 
rope and Asia with the immigrants the various races who came 
and settled the United States America, realize that 
interesting change has taken place, which has attracted the atten- 
tion many scientists and historians. The immigrants vari- 
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ous nations lived side side their native land. nation 
had its blood relations, religion, history, national unity, old tra- 
ditions, environment, language, racial and social gatherings, and 
common cause. They struggled centuries for self-preservation 
and self-determination, and finally most them were emanci- 
pated from their former yokes. 

The situation, however, different the United States. 
Americans not conquerors enforce their culture upon 
these immigrants, but the immigrants themselves come here volun- 
tarily and subject themselves American modes life, institu- 
tions, customs, manners, traditions and standards. American 


influence has been tremendous over all these immigrants who come 
live here, return after working period their native 
lands. When immigrant returns his home town, takes 
with him mode life which similar life; besides 
this, searches for American goods, and thus becomes the 
unpaid salesman American production. One may bear mind 
that our forefathers, keen observation and liberal-mindedness, 
steady and healthy methods, followed the policy Americanism 
very sagaciously. The process Americanization the march. 
The unique character the American environment, which 
the immigrant comes live, one which one ean claim 
special portion. Wherever goes live, does not find his 
old home-town life, traditions, religion, customs, manners, ete. 
plant new soil, and that soil from which 
gets his nourishment and inspiration. Although new 
him, the freest land earth, where can enjoy liberties 
which were denied him his native land. 


Migration not only from one country another, but 
country’s interlands. Today millions bread-winners are 
constantly moving like races” “migratory birds” 
from one city another, from state state. For example, the 
Detroit, 1911 had not more than 500,000 population. 
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eight years the automobile industry drew 500,000 additional 
bread-winners from other sections the country. 

The recent World War undoubtedly would have given surplus 
immigration the United States, and restriction had not 
existed, millions immigrants from Germany, Austria, Turkey, 
Bulgaria, Hungary, would have come settle the United States. 
They would rather live this free country than remain their 
native land and share the enormous indemnity the war.. 
Nevertheless, over million veteran bread-winners will return 
the Old World, especially Poles, Czheco-Slovaks, Jugo-Slavs, 
Rumanians, Greeks and Armenians, peace finally established 
these newly-created states. Robert Ward says, real 
restriction immigration necessary and logical part the 
Americanization progress.” obvious fact that the tides 
new immigrations hamper certain extent American progress, 
but one should bear mind that America has been from the 
beginning the home persecuted peoples the Old World; be- 
sides, her influence enormous from the point view human 
progress. 

However, the restriction immigration laws serious ques- 
tion and will become still more serious coming years. 
should bear mind that the American ever-growing and colossal 
industry always will require increasing number laborers. 
restriction were adopted and definitely executed, our industry 
would call American women, daughters, children and farm labor- 
ers toil the factories, occurred during the war, while the 
American workers were engaged fighting. Besides, thousands 
negroes would migrate from the South and settle industrial 
sections satisfy our labor market. 

According General Francis Walker, “The stream immi- 
gration will flow long there any difference economic 
level between the United States and the most degraded communi- 
ties abroad.” This expression contains great deal truth. 
judgment, the tide immigration would stop the following 
basis: First, the immigrants their native country could make 
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least seventy per cent their total weekly annual earnings 
America, they would prefer stay home with their loved 
ones, because the traveling expenses and the hardship good 
many years without home comfort, equivalent that balance. 
Second, the life and property the bread-winners any 
given country not secured against wars, militarism and perse- 
cutions, immigrants will continue move. this case, 
the country most secure. These conditions are very essential for 
every otherwise always anxious move from 
one country another secure safer home and more pros- 
perous life. Third, all these conditions were realized their 
native country, would undoubtedly stop the main current 
immigration; however, there still exist other motives human 
and vanity, which will annually urge little 
stream emigration from the Old World the New One. 


the past two years the columns our press have been occu- 
pied numerous articles explaining and proposing many 
suggestions for Americanization. Only the minority the auth- 
ors these articles, however, had full knowledge our immi- 
gration history and aliens’ viewpoint. Many these suggestions 
being harsh and impracticable, unquestionably would remain fruit- 
less, one should try practice them life. Really, what 
that all those who live America must one mind serving 
America this effort, our institutions, our national 
uniform our professors and teachers have been the 
greatest instrumentalities creating and spreading American 
ideals and principles. Our experienced instructors have educated 
the sons millions immigrants. close and harmonious rela- 
tion, therefore, must between them and American organ- 
izations that they may achieve their obligation the country.

Again, some think that acting harsh manner 
can impose our will upon the aliens, but such method against 
the law reason. must bear mind that these immigrants 
need fair treatment, the treatment which peculiar American 
magnanimity, based reason and long experience. Our fore- 
fathers corrected their old-world faults America. This true 
conception life must well preserved and transferred our 
coming generations. Professor Thomas Cooley says: have 
learn many things from the immigrants, and have teach 
them many our method must steady and healthy.” For 
most American thinkers and observers the process amalgamation 
America generally takes place three generations. should 
know really the secret how approach the aliens and how 
win their confidence. First all, let sincere, and let the 
immigrants understand our sincerity. should create sympa- 
thetic environment make them feel home, because long 
keep our antipathy and treat them unequally every walk 
life, the aliens will remain themselves. The quicker 
destroy these artificial barriers which separate from them, the 
sooner they will fall line. This psychological reality 
human life.

For this great effort have got have matured teachers, who 
bear their heart the greatest patience, who are with 
the aliens and recognize their psychology and their needs. These 
alone are capable approaching and teaching them why and how 
become good Americans. human being always ready 
give little little his former thoughts, the new ones are 
superior the former ones. 
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For this undertaking must have racial committees advise 
and develop initiative among the aliens. Especially, our press 
should take sympathetic attitude toward the aliens, ending its 
unnecessary attacks upon them; the state legislatures must pro- 
vide fund for aliens’ education. Then, must have home and 
district teachers who can penetrate into the immigrants’ homes 
and teach them our domestic sciences, standards living, the 
English language, brief history America, the framework 
the American constitution, the nature the State and. Federal 
government, and the authority our Congress and the President. 
They must teach how the American institutions are formed and 
managed, and what America has done for humanity. These meas- 
ures and these ideals will bring happiness and good all.

All organized 
effort, school out, successful, must based these 
principles. They are binding, not only students, but 
teachers well, and parents,—on all people the community. 
They are the principles punctuality, hard work, honesty, cour- 
tesy, fair dealing, co-operation. These are the principles that 
must supreme our high schools our problems discipline 
are solved. 

The plain task the teacher interpret these principles 
his pupils. his ability just this lies his success school 
discipline. the source authority himself. Pupils

poor reason, indeed. They are this thing that thing be- 
cause accordance with the principles right living.

Now, the beautiful thing about our young people that they 
recognize once the authority the principles that have named. 
You will hardly find student who won’t assert emphatically 
that intends honest and fair and courteous and all the 
rest.

That ad- 
mitted once. the teacher’s part show the pupil how 
these principles are applied school life. must interpret 
their bearing upon every activity and relationship the insti- 
tution which serves.

“Smith, there are one hundred pupils studying this floor; 
you think that fair for you make all this disturbance 
The boy will answer negative. admits that hag 
violated the principle fairness, and all you have 
remind him that next time must more careful. 
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Now, with theory discipline like this there absolutely 
reason for teacher’s feeling personal grievance pupil 
commits misdemeanors. course, the true teacher will very 
sorry that the child has done wrong, but will not feel any 
way piqued. There has been offense against the teacher him- 
self; the situation far worse than that. The offense against 
the eternal laws right. remember how that noble teacher, 
Alice Freeman Palmer, once said something like this: “No person 
earth can insult me; refuse insulted.” 

must keep constantly mind the purpose school 
pline. not primarily keep order. reminded the 
story the teacher who said that her pupils were never out 
order, for she had order for them get out of. The object 
all our school discipline the building right character. Char- 
acter, like tree, grows from within; cannot imposed 
from without. All that teachers can for our pupils 
improve the conditions that promote sound character growth. 

The state putting large sums money into our schools 
the belief that she making wise investment that will result 
improved citizenship the days Our country the 
land liberty, but freedom presupposes self-control; without this 
degraded license. Our people are supposed con- 
trolled from within. There are not laws enough, courts enough, 
policemen enough keep more than small part our one 
hundred and five millions straight, unless they will right.

progress not? Surely there must standards 
guide us. Many theories progress 
have been advanced, most them narrow and par- 
ticularistic. What are the means securing social 
progress, and how far progress dependent upon 
rational human effort? The researches the sociologist supply 
answers these questions. 

Progress recognized once complex, therefore not 
interpreted any one set factors. Although difficult 
make, definition necessary, and the definition reached 
negative steps. Population hardly criterion progress; 
good type, rather than large population, the ideal civilized 
people. Health and increasing longevity contribute social well 
being, but they afford standard permanent progress. The 
wealth country test progress until see what this 
means the life the average man. Even improvement morals 
clear test progress, because the confusion ethical 
standards, 
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tences. The following, however, indicates Todd’s view point. 
not mere change, nor evolution, nor achievement, that 
progress found. These become progress only when meas- 
ured terms human welfare. And what human welfare 


Evidently diamond with many facets. Among the well marked 


indices progress find higher level material wants and 
means satisfying them; expansion the numbers men, 
their energies and their contacts; greater emphasis upon 
tual values; wider participation all material and intellectual 
gains; therefore, wider concepts truth, greater liberty, greater 
order, and finally greater solidarity; for are freest when love 
and intelligence constrain identify ourselves with our fel- 
lows. The humanitarian gain should express itself the grow- 
ing sentiment against war and slavery, the conservation 
infant and adult life, prevention such diseases tuberculosis, 
syphilis, and typhoid; the desuetude corporal and capital 
fact, the radical change front our whole 
penal machinery from retribution and terror reformation and 
general trend from force rational persuasion. You may trace 
this movement government, education, religion, the 
family. Industrial progress should mean more real needs more 
people more adequately satisfied, with surplus for further devel- 
opment. progress should mean generalizing social 
achievement, increasing self-control, and decreasing social control 

Progress, then, includes many things, all centering human 
well being. involves complex material, intellectual, and 
institutional elements flowering moral order humanity. 
But progress, are reminded, not written into the nature 
comes, all, only the fruitage conscious and 
persistent human effort. 

Progress concerned with human well being. The human 
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individual the center the problem. there can 
intelligent theory social progress which fails recognize 
the essential attributes human nature. What are these essen- 
tial attributes? human nature one element many? 
narrowly determined expansive variety and possibility 
Defenders existing social systems have commonly opposed inno- 
vations contrary human nature, and addition they have 
alleged that human nature does not change. This view rejected 
Todd ignorance and willful cant. “We hold that human 
nature indefinitely, yes, infinitely modifiable. assert that 
not fixed quantity quality given toto once and for all. 
Men who argue for this fixity usually have some ulterior motive 
delude themselves. Such concept human nature flung 
piled into barricade obstruct essential reforms, where 
reform means the loss some opportunity exploit. But 
the very crudest view evolution must admit that human 
character plastic and potentially progressive. The true 
evolutionist must believe that neither human nature nor man’s 
environment given fixed quantity. Both are 
Man, and his environment along with him, are evolving. And 
this process ‘creative evolution’ the true order 

The above sentences are the key the situation. They fur- 
nish the ground for optimism and suggest way procedure. 
Human nature essentially active, abounds variety and pos- 
sibility. the latencies human nature, the plastic 
character man and his environment, and his power adap- 
tation, that are find the materials for the construction 
the social edifice. 

Social theory must rest upon estimation the human indi- 
vidual. wish know what new types political, economic 
and social organization are possible, must, order answer 
this question, examine more carefully into human nature and how 
develops. Upon analysis, the factor central significance 
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human nature found the “concept self.” “This the 
common center for self-regarding altruistic motives senti- 
ments. the core human life. What makes man what 
determines his conduct, not what thinks himself, 
what others think him, what thinks others might think 
him, that his self? must insist sharply that our 
practical interest will appear but suggest that the proper 
interpretation self and self-building depends the working out 
such social problems the moral imbecile, the criminal, the 
apartment house, the ownership houses prostitution, the 
rich malefactor, eugenics, municipal socialism semi-socialism, 
industrial peace, co-operative production.” 

The above statement given length, because the view 
fundamental the whole discussion. Human nature rich 
possibilities. Human nature modifiable, and therefore adapt- 
able new conditions. Its modifiability not like that inert 
clay the hands the modeler. The changes are mainly the 
self, the concept oneself person. One acquires new 
views himself; gets confidence his expanding powers, new 
determinations; establishes personal ideals and judges his 
conduct with reference them; resents actions either him- 
self others which violate his self-esteem. wholly literal 
sense identifies himself more and more with other persons, 
movements and causes, feeling himself one with them; his concept 
self expands include them. consciousness new 
powers and masteries, new contacts and loyalties, his sense 
self grows. Such the manner self-building. 

Any metaphysical consideration the self rigorously excluded 
from the argument. The discussion kept objective plane. 
The self made experienced elements. evident that 
the child begins life with concept himself; attained 
gradually and grows with the increase and unification experi- 
ence. The fact that man succession varying selves is, 
course, not new. The idea presented some detail the 
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first volume James’ Principles Psychology. the basis 
Baldwin’s personal growth. But one has pre- 
sented lucidly Professor Todd the possibilities this funda- 
mental view human nature for social progress. 

Growth the sense self results from social stimuli. 
great extent are the makers one another. The self social 
product. While the mind the new-born child not tabula 
rasa, still the little that written thereon fragmentary and 
his social heredity that brings out. The child 
has great variety potential selves. Which these are 
dominant ones, what are his permanent habits, attitudes, and 
modes thought, determined almost wholly the social 
heredity. Influences affecting the child’s growth come almost 
entirely from other persons, because pre-eminently the expe- 
rience others which furnish the material for his world. 
lives world persons and only incidentally things. His 
growth determined suggestions which emanate from other 
persons, and these suggestions cause him constantly modify his 
sense himself. learn know ourselves first all the 
mirror the world.” 

the many potential personalities the growing child, what 
determines which shall become actual? The answer can only be, 
social suggestion and elicitation. And these may good bad. 
While the child brings with him “vision splendid,” Words- 
worth poetizes, may attain vision and experience life 
that splendid. the other hand, may cramped and 
sordid. “For the child fortunate parents this vision ordin- 
arily one world plenty, world love, devotion, service, 
justice, co-operation.

For third reference, take the industrial revolution 
Europe. traced two factors, the rise state solidarity 
and the growth trade England and France during the six- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries. both were based educa- 
tion. was precisely during this period, from the fifteenth the 
nineteenth century, that printing, literature, schools, and secular 
well religious propaganda created unified bodies thought, 
opinion, real social unities.”* Many other illustra- 
tions could given suggesting what have called educational 
interpretation history.

Nor tantamount ethical culture, 
unless mean social morality conduct its widest 
the other hand, does involve recognition that the individual 
ineluctably social; that social mal-adjustment hinders individual 
adjustment; that therefore social education must aim prevent 
social waste and develop social capital men and goods. More- 
over, means that its business create favorable atmosphere 
rather than precise solutions social problems, create all 
social intelligence, power, efficiency and interests. recog- 
nizes the school definite field social relationships, where 
social tools are forged for future social situations, institution 

which, however, scarcely much fits for society, really 
society—a co-operative and democratic society. short, social 
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education means conscious and definite training for certain spe- 
cific types social relationship. Social education for social prog- 
ress, then, would use means and end those types social value 
and relationship which appear most likely contribute progress. 
Rightly conceived, highly conscious instrument for select- 
ing rather than adaptive dependent social types.

The story goes that the 
artist painted that poster from actual friendless child, whom, 
for the occasion, had well dressed and such happy attitude 
any prospective giver would want his her child, the chil- 
dren their friends, be. Undoubtedly the picture had the 
desired effect, numerous descriptions the experiences those 
who saw the picture have meaning. Presumably, the giver 
could picture, help this poster, the happiness that his gift 
would help bring many child, and thus increase his happi- 
ness giving, well the size his gift. 

Another artist, Garrit Benneker, with the vision the 
power the positive suggestion, has demonstrated this same lesson 
among the workingmen large industry. conducts the first 
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and only art studio its kind America and, perhaps, the 
world. interprets for the workingmen that industry the 
loftier life ideals and the best principles Americanism paint- 
ing portraits actual workingmen that industry who strongly 
represent such ideals. This industry, the Hydraulic Steel Com- 
pany, publishes monthly magazine which free among 
its men.

are teaching English vitally. True, much drudgery mere 
scaffolding—grammar, syntax and rhetoric—must rise, building 
toward high ideal; the danger lies having, when all 
done, nothing but scaffolding. 

literature owe much, rhetoric owe something, 
grammar owe little our appreciation the finest art and 
life. The road which have traveled the development 
English high school, and some the mistakes are making, 
are surely worthy consideration. 

Secondary instruction English has been dominated three 
successive ideas since 1870. ‘The first ideal was grammatical cor- 
rectness, based upon laws syntax. Rules were learned and 
recited glibly, not always intelligently. 

illustrates 
rule popular the early “seventies.” Backed this historical 
jargon, boy once insisted that noun was always violin-player.

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The second ideal was brought about the Harvard require- 
ment for English entrance examinations 1874, namely: clear- 
ness and accuracy written expression, which knowledge 
English grammar should wholly subordinate; that say, 
rhetorical correctness and style were the magic keys unlock the 
doors Harvard the freshman. 

From 1885 1889 third ideal took form result the 
Yale entrance requirements, namely: the applicant for admission 
should familiar with and should appreciate English literature. 

ideal more balanced and practically superior the first 
two followed 1894, and stands present the basis our 
work English teaching today: student should have working 
knowledge the language the mother-tongue order under- 
stand the thoughts others when spoken written; should 
able express his own thoughts intelligently means 
speech and writing; should able gain pleasure and profit 
from reading the literature his own language. 

the first correctness. Language does 
not follow the laws reason and logic. Great differences exist 
language-forms different sections the same country. 
magazine writer discovered recently, the northeast coast 
the British Isles, charming little village where, “Him waits 
for I,” and “Be meet she are perfectly good English, spoken 
indeed “the Four Hundred.” Moreover, schoolbook language 
and spoken language differ essentially, even among the most fas- 
tidious. Learning alone cannot produce literary style. That

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Two generations ago the question grammar grammar 
was argued Beck and Wurst the affirmative, and Jacob 
Grimm the negative. The former that, since instrue- 
tion language is, its own nature, theoretical, the grammar 
one’s native tongue ought the proper school 
which the intellectual powers student developed. Grimm 
argued that speech natural unconscious growth, and should 
not stunted rules ancient pedant, unfruitful 
abstractions dead language. 

After twenty fight over the question grammar 
grammar, reaction favor Grimm; thus caging the 
ogre temporarily. Dr. Samuel Thurber maintains 
that formal grammar important thus far: subject, 
predicate, principal and subordinate elements, meanings parts 
speech, and analysis selections from classical writers. 

The value analysis classical selections open grave 
question. class high school juniors, questioned recently 
their first-year work remembered nothing save the 
fact that they diagrammed passages from it. 

Carpenter and Baker suggest golden mean with which settle 
the grammar question, part which quoted herewith: “Keep 
grammar steadily mind during student’s secondary training 
factor composition and literature, but not make bur- 
densome. Study grammar for part senior year work and con- 
nect with composition and literature means well-chosen 
exercises. Place special emphasis syntax, with abundant exer- 
cises where foreign pupils are the majority. Here may 
used advantage Chaucer’s ‘Prolog Canterbury Tales,’ and bits 
Old English, for language studied historically may both 
profitable and fascinating.”

Two movements 1880 stimulated high school work rhet- 
oric for the sake composition: first, the schools saw that they 
were neglecting composition. The conveyance was ready, but 
there was nothing convey. Secondly, colleges began exert 
pressure upon high schools entrance examinations, demanding 
not only correct spelling, punctuation, and sentence structure, but 
individual expression and thought. Students had been able give 
numerous rules for the making fine sentence they could quote 
metaphor, apostrophe and hyperbole; but they could not produce 
from their apperceptive mass correct sentence nor 
coherent paragraph, and the idea that they the teacher might 
originate clear figure, was out the range possible human 
powers. 

was then, the early 90’s, that Barrett Wendell and Pro- 
fessor worked out theory that current today 
regard the rhetorical side English, namely: Not words and 
phrases, but structure thought with view toward complete 
whole, the main object; and further, the best way obtain 
power expression write, criticise, and write again. Fluency 
writing, speaking, comes most effectively practice. 

The theory Wendell and Scott has its danger the neglect 
the study English literature. The ultimate end composi- 
tion all art, express ideas; and the highest source ideas, 

Grammar and rhetoric, then, have their places secondary 
education only means toanend. These subjects, the course 
social and industrial changes are themselves changing. 
population becomes modified other races, sciences and inven- 
tions develop new words, new elisions and new combinations enter 
into the English language. Grammar and standards style must 
change meet the present literature action. Only far 
grammar and rhetoric bring straight the matter hand will 
they valuable; and the matter hand appreciate what 
finest literature, art, and life. 

The high school teacher English should the master-crafts- 
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man whose business direct the work and secure results; 
but English literature badly taught any other subject 
the course study. The reasons for poor and indifferent work 
are many; but chief among them the subjective character 
the study itself. Rules for instilling appreciation classic 
cannot formulated. Just impossible make rule for 
appreciating opera painting. Appreciation all these 
arts communicable, however, and chiefly through personality 
and the creating atmosphere. 

Many teachers dislike literature; they admit that they not 
understand and never hope so. Consequently they ask 
questions English that are lifeless statistics Egyptian 
mummies, and expect the same kind response questions 
fine lyric mathematics teacher expects answer demand 
square binomial. 

“Stand and deliver, curtly ordered, may spoil student for- 
ever.” sentimentalist, ranting enthusiast, equally bad. 
The teacher with positive views the meaning author 
becomes crabbed and discouraged his personal view not under- 
stood. Another loves literature, perhaps, but handles 
were pitching hay hoeing the garden. Still others scowl 
pure beauty and try point moral Coleridge’s “Cristabel,” 
something equally beautiful. teacher who over-ambitious 
for class standings discovers the poem story for the student, 
thereby student self-activity nipped the bud. Too frequently 
one finds teacher who, unaware the ease with which the mind 
descends the commonplace, keeps all literature down prose 
basis, insists upon paraphrasing, explains all figures, and holds 
the class models exposition, John’s Mary’s version 
Tennyson’s 


“Break, break, break 
the foot thy crags, sea.” 


Some are still slaves blue pencil and that old Puritan 
high-collar criticism, “Correctness first, originality after.” 
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give our boys and girls freedom, they may surprise and sing. 
Originality may bubble the wrong place some day. Why 
fail recognize it, even so?

enjoy this wealth through self-indulgence tends 
inevitably toward degeneracy and ultimate collapse. Such the fatal, 
uniform cycle materialistic civilization. How often has been 
repeated history! “How oft the lamp the wicked put out, 
and how oft cometh their calamity upon them 

are all familiar with the splendid achievements the modern 
magicians science, whose wonder-working power changing the 
whole aspect the physical world. And may well rejoice these 
triumphs. But the final test all our progress must its effect 
upon our individual worth. Our extraordinary advantages count for 
nothing all unless they enable our human nature unfold and 
express itself progressively. Unless our age produces nobler types 
men and women than former times produced, then all our boasted 
progress but vanity and vexation spirit.
